AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 

Please replace paragraph [0042] with the following amended paragraph: 

[0042] The weight/height ratio may be calculated by obtaining the weight of an individual in 
kilograms (kg) and dividing this value by the height of the individual in meters. 
Alternatively, the weight/height ratio of an individual may be obtained by multiplying the 
weight of the individual in pounds (lbs) by 703 and dividing this value by the square of the 
height of the individual (in inches (in)). These ratios are typically referred to as BMl the 
Body Mass Index (BMW Thus, BMI=kg/m 2 or BMI=(lbs.x703)/(in) 2 . 
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
